Tur ConstiruTion has mentioned the fact 
that Mr. Talcott was desirous of returning to 
his first love in the railroad business. There 
was also a ramor current in Atlanta and pub- 
lished in these columns that Mr. Talcott had 
been offered the position of traffic manager of 
the associated roads comprising the Richmond 


and Deauville system. 

‘His election to the directory as first vice- 

resident, still leaves unsettled the question as 
ie who will succeed Sol. Haas as traffic mana- 
ger, and also makes it necessary for the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship association to 
elect a new commissioner, 

This isan umportant office, and it will re- 
quire the ability and intelligence of a first-class 
railroad man to fill it. Messrs. Ogden and 
Theo. H. Carter are mentioned as probable 
successors to Commissioner Talcott, but the 
selection will not be a hasty one, as the roads 
composing the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship association want a first-class comunis- 
pioner. 

Speaking of Commissioner Talcott’s resigna- 
tion, a well known railroad man said last 
wight: 

“It has been an open secret for some time 
that Commissioner Talcott was desirous of 
leaving Atlanta, and it is generally understood 
that he was the prime mover in the éffort that 
Was recently made to remove the headquarte 
of the association to Richmond or Washington.

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THE CARS COLLIDE. 


A Serious Accident on the Western and At- 
lantic Track. 

Exactly at 12 o’clock there wasa collision 

on the mhain line of the Western and Atlautic 

railroad opposite the elevator. The tender 


. was demolishedand George Oakes was badly 


hurt. Engineer Pierce Anderson was backing 
toward the car shed with the train of five ears 
which was to goout at1:35. The train was 
made up inthe regular order and in backing 
in the sleeper came first. 

Coming from the opposite direction on the 
same track a switeh engine in charge cf Engi- 
neer Jeff Williams met the slceper between 
the elevator and the W. and A. shops. 

There is a curve in the track so that the en- 
gineer of the passenger train could not see the/ 
switch engine. The porter and others on the 
platform of the sleeper, seeing a collision im- 
minént, jumped off. 

The switch engineer whistled down brakes 
as soon as he saw the sleeper backing around 
the curve, but it was coming too fast for him 
to reverse and get out of the way. 

There was a crash as the sleeper struck the 
tender of the slower running switch engine, 
kicking it back near fifty yards towards the 
carshed and demolishing the tender. 

George Oakes, a switchman, was standing 
on the tender as the sleeper approached. He 
waited untilthe sleeper was within a few feet 
and then jumped off. 

In jumping, he missed calculation, 
and failed to clear the _ sleeper. 
His stomach _ struck the corner of 
the sleeper and he was thrown on the ground 
between the tracks, where he was found a few 
seconds afterwards lying with his face down 
and groaningin agony. He was taken to Dr. 
Westmoreland’s office, where he was taken in 
charge by Dr. A. 8. Johnson. 

Mr. Oakes groaned continuously, and seemed 
to be in great agony. Dr. Johnson gave him 
an opiate hypodermically, and after twenty 
minutes he seemed to be recovering a little 
from the shock. 

On the first examination Dr. Johnson said 
that there were no bones broken, but he could 
not tell the extent of the internal injury until 
Mr. Oakes had recovered sufficiently from the 
shock to stand an examination. 

Mr. Oakes’s brother Jeff, a boy who works 
forthe Western Union, and his sister who 
works at the cotton factory, were sent for, and 
arrived in a few minutes. 


The damage to the tender will be consider- : 


able, as it was almost a wreck, and the tank 
was emptied of its water. The sleeper wash 
room was smashed and all the cars were more 
or less damaged. 

After an hour or so Mr. Oakes was enough 
better to be taken to his home. He is easier, 
and it is thought that he will recover, though 
he was badly jarred. 

The extent of his injuries will not be 
definitely\known until he is enough better to 
stand a thorough examination.

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“HUNGRY REFUGEES. — 


Three Hundred of Them Pass 
Through Atianta, 
x BeSRe: 
En HRonte to Hendersonville, N. C.~—Dan 
Pitchiord Escapes from the Train— 
Fever on the Train. 


Ten cars, loaded with i refugees from 
Florida, arrived inthe city yesterday at 12 
o'clock, noon. 

The story of the trip of these refugees from 
fever-stricken Jacksonville, covers twenty- 
seven long hours, that to them must have 
seemed an age. And yet, aside from the hun- 
ger that is common to all travelers, whether 
refugees or not, they appeared to be in a good 
humor when they-reached. Atlanta. This was 
probably owing to the air as much as anything 
and after they had satisfied their hunger with 
@ touch aud go style of lunch, they would com- 
pare very favorably with the same number of 

travelers, everything considered, anywhere in 
the world. 

Of thi« number—301l—which dces not in- 
clude the children, about forty were colored 
people, and as they enjoy traveling on a rail- 
road--under all circumstances—they made the 
most of this trip. 

Story of the Trip. 

The train left Jacksonville at 9:45 Tuesday 
morning in charge of Dr. Guiteras, who is 
acting under Surgeon-General Hamilton’s or- 
ders. The run to Jesup was aslow one, and 
though the distance is but 113 miles the train 
did not arrive there until 4:45—sevyen hours 
after leaving Jaeksonville. Two cars loaded 
with baggage belonging to the refugees were 
left at Waycross for fumigation. At Jesup 
the train was deliveredtothe East Tennessee 
road and left that place at 5:10, pulled by a 
powerful locomotive, and the run to. Macon 
wasafast one, that city being reached at 
10:45. Here the refugees were furnished with 
refr-shments and the train left Macon at11:10 
p.m. With the intention of making a quick 
run to Atlanta the right-of-way was ordered 
forthe train. ‘Thirteen miles this side of 
Macon, the train Was making excellent time 
towards Atlanta, when a freight train which 
had been wrecked on account of a wash in the 
track brought it to a stop. There was no pos- 
sibility of clearing the track fer several hours, 
and with a fiagman guarding the rear of the 
train with a sed light, the train backed slowly 
into Macon. Here a telegraphic request was 
made for the use of the Central track to At- 
lanta, and by the time the necessary orders 
were received it was after 7 o’clock. The Cen- 
tral engine brought the train intothe city at 
exactly 12.05 p. m., and 

The Scenes at the Depot 

are beyond description. Everybody on the 
train was hungry and there was 7. one way 
for them to get anything to eat, and they pro- 
ceeded to let their wants be known. Regular 
waiters and volunteer waiters were in demand 
and Durand’s did a rushing business. Milk, 
sandwiches, pies, fruitand water—everything 
that could in any way filla long-felt want or 
an empty stomach was eagerly taken in 
through the windows of the cars by the hungry 
refugees Many of them had lunches, brought 
with them from Jacksonville, but the delay to 
the train had not been provided for and the 
majority of the passengers had nothing to eat 
for several hours. Water was in great demand 
and bucket after bucket was passed up through 
the windows by the willing hands of several 
gentlemen who volunteered in the service of 
the refugees. 

Police Commissioner Brotherton, with a 
pocket full of money that he didn’t seem to 
care about, stood about the train and made 
many a hungry and moneyless refugee happy 
by ordering and paying for his lunch. 

Watching the Train. 

Dr. Baird, secretary of the board of health, 
who had been watching for the arrival of the 
train since three o’clock yesterday morning, 
was at the depot when it arrived. Dr. W.8S. 
Armstrong, president of the board of 
health, Dr. Crichton, Inspector Veal, and a 
detail of policemen were in and about the depot 
to prevent any of the passengers from leaving 
the train. That this should be done was one 
of the express conditions upon which Surgeon- 
General Hamilton consented to the passage of 
the train over thisroute. The passengers were 
permitted to shake hands through the win- 
dows of the cars with friends and acquaint- 
ances, and the colored people were particulacly 
favored in this respect. 

The train was coupled to a Richmond and 
Danville engine and, after a stop of about 
rte iniuutes, started for Hendersonville,

Hie Wanted to Stay in Atlanta. 

Dan Pitchford, well-known in this city 
where he was formerly in business, was one of 
the passengers on the refugee train which 
reached Atlanta yesterday. He knows all 
about Atiauta, and evidently preferred re- 
maining here to continuing his trip to Hen- 
dersonville, even if it was a free ride. 

With this object in view he jumped from the 
train at Belt junction and mado his way to 
the house ofa friend. 

But his jump had been observed and was re- 
wep to the health officials, and Inspector

before the board of health. The inspector lo- 
cated his man and called on an officer to guard 
the rear of the house, so that Dan could not 
make his escape that way. 

Inspector Veal knocked at the door of the 
house, and his uniform had evidently fright- 
ened the young man from Florida, for he ran 
out of the Louse through a side door and hid 
inan outhouse. But there was an officer 
looking right at him, and it was little trouble 
for Inspector Veal to find him.

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HARRISON'S LETTER. 


A Yew Opinions Upon ft Caught on the 
Wing. 

A representative of Tus Constirvrios in 
his rounds yesterday caught up the opinions 
of several Atlanta gentiemen on the letter of 
acceptance of Generai Ben Harrison, the re- 
publican nominee for the presidency. 

The great majority of the gentlemen con- 
sulted had not read the letter, 

Hon. Albert Cox had read the letter. 

He remarked: “Itisa well written letter, 
and there is nothing tooffendin the manner 
in which the statements are made. But there 
is nething virile in the document. It has 
nothing of the sledge-hammer power which 
distinguishes the letter of President Cleve- 
land.
